tinguish. And though that dangerom fire( Goa be praiſed) 
benovv ſo wuell allayed,, through the prouident circamſpe- 
tion of ſome vvorthie perſonages, and no leſſe vyorthy la- 
bors of aigerſe learned men , wvho lately hane layed their 
: hands unto this wvorke , that all danger of further procee- 
ang tucleane taken avwvay : yet this helpe alſo, shall come (1 
hope) not out of ſeaſon, if but to the quenching of that ſmoke 
vuhereuvith that ſmothered fire ſtill offenaeth the eyes of 
the better ſort. The'copie of this Sermon comming to my 
handes, not by the _Anthor ſelfe vwho firſt made it , and 
then vvorit it:bat by an auditor that heard it vuhen it vuas 
preached, 1 thought good to permit it to the cenſure of a pri- 
uate friend, before I vuonld commit it to thepreſſe. VV ho 
w pon the firſt ſjaht of it, cuen before he hadperuſed it, ( ba- 
uing alſo bene a hearer) gaue this geodteſtimonie of it ,that 
it neede not feare the cenſure of any priuate man, vvhich 


had paſſed alreadje the cenſure of avuhole V nigerſitic , and

that with the general approbation of the common ſuffrage: 
excepting onely a fey odde and ſingular fellovves, wyho 
being ſoreſtalled with a left handperſuvſon ofthe 1

opinion of it. But hauing peruſed it, he further added hat of || .

gument, not manie haue contriued in ſo short acompaſſe, ſo 
manie ou matters of queſtion and controuerſie: it contay- 
ning the grounds of all the chiefe queſtions , wuhich at thi 
day ao exerciſe the Church of England. All wuhichbebath 
not only vith ſingular de xteritie and art, and yet very ne- 
rurally, raiſed ont of bus short Text , but alſo layed open and 
dilated ſo fully as the quickneſſe of ſo learned an auditory re- 
quired , anda great acale more fully , thanin that shortneſſe 
of time could be expetted, T his iudgement bring delivered 
to me of this Sermon , Icould not vvith equitie but ſendit 
unto thee, vuith the ſame commenaation,vvith vuhichit 
came commended unto me, both by the firſt an cog 

tations of a learned man, 1 being content to haue uſt 
another mans better eyes, vuhere the wyeake- 
neſſe of mine ovune,vvould not ſuffer 
my ſelfe ſo vvell toiudge.

The Kings of the Gentiles do rule , and thoſe that are in au- 
thoritie , are called good avers : But you not ſo. That is, I do 
foreſhew vnto you,thatyou ſhal not beſo. As ithe ſhould 
ſay : they, in their authoritie, are called good doers : but 
you, cxctciling authoritie, ſhalbe called bad doers : they 
vy ruling emilly, are called good men: you ruling well,ſhall 
it becalled euill men. In which ſence, our Sauitour Chriſt 
ismadeto ſpeake inthis place, all one with that, which 
inanother place, elſewhere he ſaith : The Diſciple is nor 
greater than hz Maiſter : If they haue called me BeelFebub, 
they shall alſo call you. Me,that cameto miniſter good to 
them, and co giue my life forthem: cuen ſo you, that in 
your authority,ſhall procurethe welfare ofall,and ſpend 
your lives todo good to all. This ſence is true, for by la- 
mentable experience, we find itro be ſo, when as amogſt 
vs, ſome, fortheir ſuperioritic are called Antichriſtes: 
ſome for their authoritie, Tyrants : for dealing iuſtly, 


ds without parrialitie, cruell men : for reſtraining the liber- 
oy. tieofcertaine perſons, Perſecutors. This ſence though 
M- good, yer doth itnot fir this place, my reaſon isthis., Be- 
ch cauſeour Sauiour Chriſt pr:ſently after ſaith yiveo9s, lee 


ed bimbe, ſpeaking Imperatiuely. 

If we take itto bea prophecic ofthe lifeto come,then 
the ſence is, The Kings of the Gentiles do rule ouer them: 
But you not ſo. That is,1n my kingdome(which you fallly 
magineto beypon carth) I do Sreſhev vnto you,that It 
ſhal not be fo.

Thirdly , becauſe immcdiarly after, verſe 2 9. outve 
uiour Chriſt ſpeaketh of his kingdome. And 1 punt 
onto you,as my Father hath appointed unto me,g kingaone 
that you may eate and arinke, at my table in my kingdom, 
iudging the tuvelue Tribes of Iſrael. | 

This ſence is good, for by lamentable experience, we 
finditto betrue, whenas ſome ſo vnſatiably huncalter 
honor,that ifthey may but fit inthe ſeatofhonorghought 
they dicſo ſoone as they beſet , they care not. Theſe,0o 
ſo much account ofcatth, that they care not for heauen: 


as appcareth by ſo greatcoſt, beſtowed vpon great ſum» | 


ptuous houſes and ſtately pallaces , and lidle or no prout 
ſon ſent yp to heauen : by which they ſhew plainly, that 
they neucr mind to dwell there, and onely to dwell on 
carth: whereas, alas poore ſoules , they are but tenauns 
atw1ll , without any ſtate ofinheritaunce, or tearme0 


yeares ,and caſt out to day orto morrow ot thewillof 


the Lord. This ſencethercfore, though good, and fitting

Firſtour Sauiour Chriſt, Matr. 20. 28. propoundeth 
his maner ofliuing here being conuerſant ypon earth,as 
apatterne vnto his Diſciples : which cannot be ynder- 
ſtood ofthe life ro come, but of this lite, ſaying vnto the, 
As the Sonne of man came not tobe miniſtred vnto, but ta 
miniſter , and to giue hu life for mante: inſinuating , that 
they in hike maner , in their ſuperioritie, and authoritie 
ouer others, here vpon earth, ſhould not propound this 

rothem ſelaes, to be miniſtred vnto : that is, to haue 0- 
thersattheir commaund, as ſlaues to do their will,butto 
miniſter, that is, to employ them {clues to the good of 0- 
thers, and for the procuring thercofa ſpend their liues. 

Secondly, becauſe the Euangeliſts,Saint Mathew and 

Saint Marke hauetheſe wordes, He that vwillbe greater: 
which words import twothings : firſt a change ofcſtate, 
from lower to higher, and from leſſer to greater. Second- 
Yo defireto be in other eſtate: which two things cannot

But admittheyhad 
that office,as theſe Diſciples are inthis Chapter andother 
places of the Goſpell , called Apoſtles: and likewiſehad 
the otfice of preaching,though I rake 1tthat weretempo- 
rarie, andto a certaine people; yet certaine it is,that thele 
Diſciples inthcir perſons repreſent Chriſtians, asintheir 
office Miniſters,and therfore, being ſpoken to them,why 
ſhould they not in this place, aſwell or rather, repreſent 
all: Miniſters and people, as Miniſters onely. 
A ſccond reaſon is. It wereabſurd , tothinkethatour 
Sauiour Chriſt doth forbid tyrannie to Miniſters onely, 
whereas tyrannie,being a thing ſimply cuill,is morefitly 
forbiddento Miniſters and people,thatis, all Chriſtians. 
A third reaſon is: Our Sauiour Chriſt in this chapter, 
doth immediatly before , and alſo preſently afer , ving 
this word yow, and ſpeaking to his Diſciples, & none but 
them, as inthus place, ſpeaketh to them, repreſenting thi 
whole Church,and notthe Miniſters onely : as inthe1y. 
verſe ofthis 22.of Luke, in theſe wordes : This my body, 
wvbich ts ginen for you: by, you: in that place, ( chough it 
beſpoken onely to the Diſciples, is nor vnderſtood, the 
Miniſters onely, for then none might be ſaucd but Mint- 
ſters: bur itis ſpokento the'whole Church,andrthe body 
of Chriſt is giuento the Diſci ples , that is, for all Chriſti 
ans.

Butit hath bene obieQed, that our Sauiour Chriſt, in 
this Chapter , ſpeakethto his Diſciples, viing the word 
you, and yet ſpeaketh not to them,repreſenting the whole 
Church. To which I now anſwer, thattrue it is, thatour 
Sauiour Chriſt in this Chaprer, faith, 7 hae zarneſtly de- 


fired to eate vuith you. &c. 1ſay wnto you. ec. But I an- 


ſer, that in theſe places he ſpeaketh Perſonal : that is,to 
his Diſciples onely , and no other repreſented þy them. 
Now thequeſtion is not , whether it be raken Perſonaly, 
or Repreſentatzuely ; for then this were (though licleto 
thepurpoſe) yer ad ;dem: but in this place, the queſtion is, 
whether he ſpeak repreſentatiuely,to the Miniſters ofthe 
Church onely, or repre/entatiuelyto the whole Church. 
Itthercfore there can be brought our ofthis Chapter, ſo 
many places, ſo maniteſt as Neſs are, in which Chriſt 
peaketh to his Diſciples, and none bur them, as he doth 
inthis place, and yetasrepreſenting the Miniſters onely, 
& not other Chriſtians, then ſhall that beare ſome ſtroke, 
& cometo beballanced with the weight oftheſe reaſons. 

A fourth reaſon is this. The oppoſition in this place, 
which is berweene Gentiles & you,doth manifeftly proue 
that itis poken to the whole Church.

Ir isthus withthe Gentiles# 
shall not be thus wvith you Chriſtians, is afit, good; and 
ſenſible oppoſition. So thea,the oppoſition berweenethe 
kings ofthe Gentilestyrannizing,aad peopletyrannized, 
and yow, doth proue manifeſtly , chart Chriſt meanethnot 
onely Miniſters, but alſo people,that is, all Chriſtiang,a» 
mongſt whom he would hane neither tyrants , nor pe6- 
ple tyrannized. | 


Againethis is manifeſtto be Chriſt his meaning, be- 
cauſe that in like maner, in the ſcriptures ſpeaking ofGe- 
tiles, and making an oppoſition berwixtthem & others, 
the oppolition is between Genrils and Chriſtians, & not 
berweene Gentiles and Miniſters: as Mat.6.ver.7.8.

In which place, our Sauiour doth plainly make 
an oppoſtton , betwixt thoſe he ſpake to, that is, hisDi- 
ſciples, andthoſe that heard him , and Gentiles, that1s, 
thoſcthat wereſpoken of, to whom he would not haut 

his Diſciples, that is, Chriſtians to be like. 

| Afiftrealonis , thisplace compared with that of Mat: 
chap.23.vcr[.8.9, doth ſhew Plainely, thar'it is a 
the 
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the whole Church:for inthat chapter our Sauior Chri 
beaketh ofthe ſame marter, vſeth a like forme of words, 
andthe very ſame words : as for example, The Seribes and 
the Phariſics are called Rabbi,efc. But be not you ſo called. 
inthis Chapter isthelike. They that are in authoritie are 
called E:3:gy8 rr. But you not ſo, Againe ver. 11. But let hims 
thats the greater,be as the miniſter. hich wordsarc in 
the former places ofthe Euangeliſts. Now,if one place of 
Scripture 15 to be expounded by another, and the darker 
by that which is moreplain,theſe in like maner, may one 
beexpounded by another. If any ſhall aske, how I proue 
that our Sauiour Chriſt, 1n this 23.ot Mathew , ſpeaketh 
tothe whole Church, I anſwer, thatic manifeſtly appea- 
reth, in that in the firſt verſe ofthat Chapter it 1. ſayed, 
Then ſpake Ieſis, to the multitude, and his Diſc ples. Mat.zz 1. 

This might further be ſtrengthened and confirmed, by 
the opinion ofancienrt,and late writers ( ſome whereof I 
hauc b:fore mentioned. ) But theſe reaſons are apparant 
and very ſufficient: I therfore conclude,that our Saujour 
peaketh in this placeto all men: forbiddiog all Chriſtias 
ambitiouſly to {triue for honor, or totyrannize ouer the 
people. Whatour Sauiour commandeth,is contained in 
the words followin o, But let him that shalbe greater, &c. 

T he Lord of his infinit mercie,graunt that all Rulers may 
learne,to follouy the commandement of Chriſt, neither am- 
bitiouſly ſtriuing for higher places,nor by vniuſlice and cru-. 
eltie .buſing the lowver: then shal God be glorified and vue 
his people live a quiet ana peaceable life in all godlmeſſe and 
boneſtie. VVhich he graunt,vuho hith boueht vs vuith hu 
Precious bloud,leſies Chriſt the righteous. To vuhom,uvith 

the Father, and the holy Ghoſt , be all honor ana 
glorie V porld vuithout ena.
